-Oensolidated Returns from a Major- 
ity of Counties Indicate That 
All Four Amentments Have 
Carriea, Despite “‘cat- 
tering Opposition. 


The consolidation by counties of the 
@tate election returns took place yester- 
day at noon in the various county sites 
throughout the state. 

The Constitution published 
morning reports from the various con- 
@ressiona! districts, based on incomplete 
Teturns received at some central! point 
fn each, from the various counties com- 
posing the district. 

Yesterday’s consolidation of the county 
Peturns does not indicate any change in 
the general result, and the four constt- 
tutional amendments have probably re- 
Geilved a majority 
though every one of them received con- 
trary majorities In some counttes It 1s 
apparent from yesterday’s returns that 
the amendment providing for the right 
to vote on a local tax for 
purposes was more bitterly antagonized 
than any of the four amendments. In- 
deed, it is not vet settled bevond ques- 
tion that the educational tax amendment 
has received any decided majority. but 
it is believed the amendmegt has car- 
ried. 

In some sections of the state surpris- 
ingly large majorities were rolled up 
against it. 

Strange to say, it frequently happened 
that counties adjoining those voting ad- 
versely gave the amendments large ma- 
jorities favoring ratification. In the city 
of Atlanta, for instance, all the amend-. 
ments were defeated in the third ward, 
whereas every one of the other seven 
wards of the city and the county voted 
for ratification. 

There seems to be no doubt of the 
overwhelming ratification of the amend- 
ment creating eight new counties, and 
of that authorizing the corresponding in- 
crease in the number of representatives 


~ fn’ the house of representatives, though 


it appears that even these two amend- 
ments were voted down in some counties. 

The amendment limiting the state ad 
valorem tax rate to 5 mills also lost in 
a number of counties, but there seems 
no doubt of its ratification by the state 
as a whole.

As they 
crossed the threshold, Charles Gillen- 
waters leveled his shotgun, which was 
loaded with slugs and buckshot, and fired 
both barrels. The two Smiths fell and 
died instantly.

Movement Failed to Receive a Ma- 
jority of the Votes Cast, But 
Did Receive a Large Ma- 
jority of the Expres- 
sions Given. 


The fact that there is a difference of 
Opinion as to whether the ward primary | 


movement was adopted or defeated dur- 
ing the primary of last Wednesday will 
be interest by those who 
@re concerned in the matter. 

As was stated yesterday morning, 
the vote for ward primaries in the 
eight wards of Atlanta was 3,109, while 
1,534 voters cast their ballots against 
the movement. The total vote Wednes- 
Gay was 7,172. 

The question has

whether it was necessary for the num-. 
ber who voted for the ward primaries to 
be greater than the number voting 
against ward primaries. 

If it were necessary for the ward 
primary movement to receive a major- 
ity of the votes cast, the new plan was 
not indorsed by the voters, as the Movep 
ment received only 3,109 votes, while 
2,586 is the half of 7,172.

‘Immigration Problems. 

The question of securing sufficient 
and adequate labor, 
the field and kitchen, has become, not 
a local or sectional problem, but a na- 
tional] problem. It is the same every- 
where. Land-owners and farmers can- 
not secure desirable tenants and farm 
help, and, in consequence farms are 
but partially and indifferently culti- 
vated and land values are not in- 
creasing as they should. Even more 
difficult ig the so-called servant prob- 
lem. Women whose minds, tastes and 
legitimate ambitions, and whose ob- 
ligations as mothers to_their children, 
should exempt them -from the genuine 
servitude of the household, are com- 
pelléd by the scarcity and incompe- 
tence of servants to drudge through a 
daily routine of petty detail calculate] 
to crush mind and body. 

Here in the south, with more than 
a third of the population negro, it 
would seem, superficially, that both 
the farm and kitchen could be readily 
supplied with capable help. The fact 
remains, however, that the problem is 
nowhere more acute. A large per 
cent of the arable lands of che south 
ern states are withdrawn from pro- 
duction or half cultivated, because the 
negro is ceasing to be a farm laborer. 
or, at least, a dependable farm labor- 
er, while the harvest season finds la- 
bor at an exorbitant premium. In the 
kitchen of the southern home the sit- 
uation is even worse. The old-time 
southern cook is a rara avis, and any 
kind of a cook is rare enough. The 
result is nothing short of demoraliz:- 
ing to home life, and every year ag- 
gravates the unhappy condition. 

It would be supposed that the large 
foreign immigration would minimize 
both phases of the labor problem in 
the sections to which these imm.- 
grants flock, but such does not seem 
to be the result. The cities seem to 
be getting the bulk of this immigra- 
tion and utilizing its females in other 
employment than domestic service. 
The factories are evidently absorbing 
most of the women as well as the 
men. There can be no doubt that 
the lack of household help, taken in 
conjunction with the widened sphere 
of woman’s work, is having its effect 
on the grave questions of marriage, 
divorce, flat and apartment house life, 
the family hotel, race suicide and cor- 
relative evils. 

It is not strange, under the circum- 
stances, that people are becoming 
more impatient of any _ restrictions 
upon the free ingress of the only na- 
tionality that promise relief in both 
the. fields and kitchen. In the current 
Arena Joaquin Miller, the venerable 
and venerated California poet, hag a 
paper on the Chinese exclusion act 
that indicates a complete reversal of 
the old anti-Chinese sentiment on the 
coast. The land-owners of California 
are in sore straits for labor. The sit- 
uation in this respect is even worse 
than at the south. About the only ad- 
equate labor left on the fruit ranches 
is Chinese, and that is very limited. 
The same is true of the California 
kitchen. “Mary Jane” will no longer 
go out to service. The "Chinks” and 
Japs are in great demand in this ca- 
pacity, and the supply is but a drop 
in the bucket. 

Mr. Miller gays: 

I have said, and I repeat, there js not 
@ small farmer, nor a big farmer, as to 
that, in all California who is not suffer- 
ing for Chinese help. He not only wants 
to rent land, but he wants to lift his 
daughters out of the drudgery of the 
kitchen and keep them at school. The 
Chinaman is a natural domestic and is 


happy at his work, as he hopes to soon 
go home. But the white girl, the daugh- 
the kitchen all the time. * * *® 

The truth is, California demands a 
class of labor that is willing to get out 
and labor. And that is what the south- 
ern states want, what all the states 
want. We want that and just that, be 
the laborer white, black or brown, * * *

This act for the exclusion of these most 
sober, honest, industrious and patient lit- 
tle people was about the worst thing that 
ever happened to this fertile state so 
much in need of reliable labor. Califor- 
nians, the real Californians, desire this 
act modified, if not entirely abrogated. 
It must not be perpetuated. California 
wants, needs labor; and within their lim- 


the best laborers we have or ever have 
mee RP 

I assert that farmers, great and small, 
women, inside of cities and outside of 
cities, all peoples of all places, with one 


single exception, desire a ‘modification, 


or better still, an unqualified repeal of 
the restriction act; and that one excep- 
tio# is the trade unions. 

Mr. Miller charges that the hostile 
attitude of organized labor in Califor- 


of San Francisco, is a dog in the man- 
ger attitude, 


that the Chinese are needed to per- 
form, at any price. Consequently, 
the Chinese are not competitors of 
white labor, and without Chinese help 
a very large amount of necessary la 
bor goes undone. This, of course, re 
sults in curtailing enterprise, industry 
and the material development of the 
state, besides subjecting the woman- 
hood of California to menial and phys: 
ically over-burdensome drudgery. The 
fruit industry, and, consequently, the 
canning industry, is sadly hampered 
by lack of labor, while there is almost 
no trucking industry in California, al- 
though the virgin soil and irrigation 
facilities should make it the garden 
of the continent. Mr. Miller points 
out that the lack of Chinese labor is 
responsible for this. In former days 
the Chinaman, who is the most expert 
garuener in the world, would pay from 
$10 to $25 an acre annual land rent 
and make money gardening where a 
white man would starve. He adds:

And they never own the land; only 


particularly in» 


rent from year to year; so that many 
Small farmers in California try to rent 
a garden to the Chinamen, for they can 
get four-fold more in that way. than in 
handling the ground themselves. 
you can see clearly why this very desira- 
ble element, the small farmer, abhors the 
exclusion act. It literally takes the 
bread out of his children’s mouths. 


Mr. Miller concludes with this forct- 
ble paragraph: 

The exclusion act was a sop thrown 
from time to time to ‘“‘the Irish washer- 


woman” element to catch votes, and the 


republican politicians even out-Heroded 
the democratic politicians in this. The 
real Californian who bears the burthen 
of state hardly took note of what was 


the whole thing undone. And as a mat- 
ter of fact, it would be better for the 
only element that now desires the exclu- 
sion act in any form if it wer@ swept 
aside. Some of the laborers of the labor 
unions have homes and they want cheap 
Chinese help as much as any of us; and 
if the doors were opened tomorrow, s0 
that we could get a good domestic, as 
was the case a few years ago, for one- 
fifth the price that we now pay for a 
poor one, you would find many a labor 
union man taking in a Chinaman and 
turning his daughter out to school, a 
good thing for all concerned. 

So much for the despised Chinaman. 
The western provinces of Canada are 
just now making a strong bid for 
Japanese immigration. The Jap is, if 
anything, superior to the Chinaman 
as a laborer and gardener, but he is 
not so prone to emigrate. The Cana- 
Gians have arranged for the immigra- 
tion of several thousand Japanese, and 
it is expected that these wonderfully 
adaptable and industrious people will 
become a great manugil factor in the 


west.

Official Divorce Statistics. 

The recently published divorce sta- 
tistics of the twelfth census show that 
in the United States there are 84,902 
divorced males and 114,965 divorced 
females. The average number of chil- 
dren of divorced parents is about one

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" HOW NATIONAL CAMPAIGN 
LOOKS AT HEADQUARTERS 


By Jos: Ohl. 


The exact status of the presidential 
campaign at this data, as gathered from 


 & Week's study of the situation at dem- 


Ocratic national headquarters and in oth- 
@? political circles in New York, is as 
tollows: 

Apathy prevails in all parts of the 
country, The democratic managers con- 
strue this to mean that the independent 
Voters in the different states, east and 
West, refuse to enthuse over President 
Roosevelt, and that back of this lack of 
enthusiasm is a determination to support 
Jwige Parker. The republican managers 
Comtend that this apathy, the existence 
©f which they recognize and acknowl- 
edge, means nothing more than that the 
Masses of voters are thoroughly satis- 
fied with the present status of things, 
@nd that when they cast their votes it 
will be for the continuation of the re- 
publican party in power. The republic- 
ans point to the results of the state 
electtong in Vermont and Maine as proof 
of their contention that while the re- 
publican masses are not as yet tearing 
their shirts in frenzy of election enthusi- 
@sm, they will get out on November 
8 and vote their tickets straight. They 
argue this particularly from the Ver- 
mont result, for they were much wor- 
ried over the conditions there up to 
within two weeks before the September 
election, and in that gtate there was a 
straight issue between the two partes 
unclouded by local issues, as Was the 
case in Maine. 

Which view of this apathetic condition 
js the correct one; that held by Chair- 
man Taggart and his associates at the 
headquarters across from the Waldorf, 
or that taken by Chairman Cortelyou 
and his advisers at the republican head- 
quarters in the Metropolitan building 
which faces Madison Square? 
Confident, Democrats 

Hopeful. 

It is revealing no secrets which should 
be kept to say that the republicans are 
absolutely confident their interpretation 
is the correct one; the democrats are 
hopeful that their diagnosis is right, but 
they are not confident. 

Chairman Cortelyou's policy seems to 
be a still hunt based on the conviction 
that if the election were held today, Mr. 
Roosevelt’ would carry every doubtful 
state. He bases this belief on the re- 
ports he has received from organization 
leaders and from hig persona! repregen- 
tatives in all these states. At demo- 
cratic headquarters Chairman Taggart 
and Vice Chairman Nicoll have been 
urging the necessity of an aggressive 
fight all along the line; Mr. Sheehan 
and Mr. Belmont have favored still-hunt 
tactics. Up to this time the still-hunt 
programme has been followed largely 
through necessity; from thig time for- 
ward there is to be as aggressive a fight 
as the democrats know how to make, 


Both Organizations in Working Or- 
der. 

There is no «icstion that, until very 
recently, the republicans have had the 
advantage of the better working organ- 
ization, of better machinery not only 
emanating from national headquarters, 
bpt in local organizations in the doubtful 
states. 

Being 1n power, the republicans had 
the better organization to gtart on; and 
this was rapidly put into a state of prac- 
tical perfection immediately Chatrman 
Cortelyou took charge. The republican 
chairman is a man of the highest kind 
of executive ability, with a wonderful 
capacity for work, and with the power 
of getting work out of other men; and 
go far as the organization end of this 
politica] game is concerned, itis safely 
within the facts to say that he had at 
least a month's start of his democratic 
rivals. 

But during the time that has elapsed 
since the establishment of the head- 
quarters on West Thirty-fourth street, 
Chairman Taggart and the members of 
the executive committee have been push- 
ing forward the work of organization in 
all the doubtful states just as rapidly 
as they could, and they now report that 
the machinery in all those states is in 
good working order. Most of this work 
in the western states has been done by 
Chairman Taggart and Secretary Wood- 
gon, the members of the executive com- 
mittee confining themselves to New 
York, Connecticut and New Jersey. With- 
out regard to who has done the work, 
however, the fact remains that the ma- 
chinery is now in good order. 


Democrats Behind with Literature.

The democratic delay in this respect 
has been due to lack of money at head- 
quarters. Some newspaper dreamers have 
written to the contrary; but the fact is 
there hag not yet been in the hands of 
Treasurer Peabody as much money as 
had reached democratic national head- 
quarters at the corresponding time in 
1900. This’ lack of money has been a 
serious handicap in getting out the 
necessary literature. Chairman Cowherd

Just Thirty-five Days from Today. 


These facts indicate the handicap un- 
der which the democratic managers en- 
ter upon the last month of the cam- 
paign. Counting today, there remain 
just thirty-five days, including Sundays, 
before election day. Into those thirty- 
five days must be crowded not only a 
whirlwind speaking campaign, but in a 
large measure the work of sending out 
the great quantities of literaturs which 
play so important a part in every presi- 
dential contest. 

So far as the speaking part of campaign 
work is concerned, the fallure to get an 
early start will make lttle difference, 
since a short and vigoroug onsiaugim all 
along the line is generally regarded the 
better policy for the party outside the 
breastworks; but politicians generally be- 
lieve that it is the campaign of educa- 
fion by means of Iiterature of various 
kinds which makes converts, not the 
stump speeches. The democratic man- 
agers in the doubtful states have not 
been unmindful of this fact; for weeks 
they have been crying for literature, but 
it has been impossible up to this time 
to supply their demands. Why? The 
reason has been stated above: Therg 
has been no money in the democratic 
treasury. Promises—yes; but real money 
hag been very slow in coming in. The 
big campaign fund about which there 
was much talk some time back has 80 
far been nothing but promises; and 
Treasurer Peabody’s claim that money 
is needed for actual running expenses 
at headquarters sets forth the exact 
fact. When I made pointed inquiry con- 
cerning this fund at headquarters, one 
of the big men there said: “So far it has 
been like the rainbow—the big sums we 
were told about—and it Nas proved just 
as substantial.” And another, being a 
westerner, pictured it this way: ‘It’s just 
like the milk sickness we hear of out our 
way—always over in the next county.”’ 


Republicans Not Handicapped. 

These facts are stated not with the idea 
of blaming anybody for the existing con- 
dition, but solely to show what the exist- 
ing condition is. It has been said that 
Chairman Cortelyou has not been any- 
where nearly as successful ag a raiser of 
campaign funds as he had expected. How 
much truth there may be in that I am not 
prepared to say, but it is certainly true 
that the republican machine has suffered 
no handicap in its legitimate work from
